This  year’s  football 
team  fumbled  through  a 
rather  confusing  season. 
The  final  record  was  6-4. 
First,  the  good  news:  In

Lene  Grauting  came  to  America  from  Lemuit,  Denmark  on 
August  29,  197  9.  Although  she  was  a day  late  in  arriving, 
her  visit  began  with  a bang  . . . the  plane  was  hitby  a bus. 
Blonds  do  have  more  fun! 

Adapting  herself  to  a new  family  was  sometimes  amusing, 
sometimes  frustrating  because  of  the  differences  in  lan- 
guage and  in  life-styles.  After  the  initial  culture  shocks, 
however,  these  small  difficulties  gradually  disappeared. 

Through  the  exchange  program  she  has  met  students  her 
own  age  from  other  countries  and  established  warm  friend- 
ships, of  course,  with  East  Longmeadowites. 

Lene  commented  briefly  on  American  schools  and  parent- 
child-teacher  relationship,  “Americans  are  different  . . . you 
hide  things  from  your  parents,  and  you  don’t  talk  at  all 
about  anything  that  matters.

Lene  is  planning  to  continue  her  education  when  she  re- 
turns to  Denmark  and  follow  a career  in  medicine.  She  hopes 
to  come  back  to  the  United  States  for  a visit  next  year  and  see 
more  of  the  country.

When  Alexander  Nickett  closed  the  door  of  Room 
218  for  the  last  time  in  June,  1980,  the  faculty  and 
students  of  East  Longmeadow  High  School  lost  more 
than  an  intellectual  colleague  and  skilled  educator.
